This 
is a queer expression, but all 
will admit the truth of the state- 
ment, I have seen some who 
look very intelligent, and one 
would think they would say 
nothing but what is edifying 
and helpful, but when they get 
started their words and expres- 
are almost worthless. 


them if they had said nothing. 

At onetime when David’s 
messengers were insulted by 
Hanun, when the messengers 
were sent by David to show 
kindness to him, the children of 
Ammon declared war against 
David as a kind of revenge and 
perhaps because they were a- 
fraid of David also. When time 
came for the battle Joab, Da- 
vid’s general, said to his broth- 
er who was also in command 
of a part of the army, “Be of 
good courage, and Jet us behave 
ourselves valiantly for our peo- 
ple, and for the cities of our 
God: and let the Lord do that 
which is good in his_ sight.” 
(1 Chron. 19:13). 

As we are now entering the 
fight for another year, we must 
say to one another, Be of good 
courage, and let us behave our- 
selves valiantly for. our people. 
There is much responsibility up- 
on us and a failure to behave 
valiantly would give occasion 
for our people to question our 
fidelity. To behave’ valiantly 
will mean certain victory if it 
proves as well with us as it did 
with David’s men. They de- 


cided to behave themselves val- | 


iantly and let the Lord do what 
seemed good to Him. This is 
exactly what wa must do and 
if we behave ourselves good 
in His sight I see no reason 


why God will not give us the, 
the coming 


greatest victory 
year we have ever seen. 

We are sure we have found 
the right way, and now if we 
behave good surely there can 
be no defeat, because God will 
work for us. In his description 
of the great things done in old- 
en times the writer of the He- 
brews sayg that the warriors 
“waxed valiant in fight,” and by 
so doing the armies of the 
aliens were put to flight. I tell 
you, this is to be a year for a 
display of courage and determi- 
nation. Never have we had so 
much to do. And never have 
we been as well prepared to do 
something. 

The Assembly has marked 


out some changes and work for | 


this year that is going to mean 
much. It will be a_ time. to 
prove our loyalty to the great 
Church of God. It is a time 
for every member to wax val- 
iant in fight and display such 
good behavior that it may call 
forth the exclamation that “they 
behaved themselves valiantly.” 
There is both good and bad be- 
havior, but we must have the 
good behavior in our ranks. It 
would be bad behavior for us 
to reproach one another or 
talk too much on lines that 
lead to leanness of soul. Too 
much free tell-tale talk will 
ruin the spirituality of any soul. 
I have wondered how some peo- 
ple could have any salvation at 
all because of their bad behav- 
ior, but I hope there will be noth- 
ing of this kind in our ranks this 
year. We can’t afford to have 
any bad behavior anywhere in 
our ranks. We must behave 
ourselves valiantly and win the 
war for our King. 

‘The sweet singer of Israel 


‘sang so beautifully one day, “I 
will behave myself wisely in a 
perfect way.” Can we afford to 
allow him to do any better than 
we can? He did it back in his 
day, and we can do just as well 
in our day. There is no reason 
to think otherwise when we 
have the Holy Ghost to guide 
and help us. And a little fur- 
ther down in the song are the 
words, “Whoso privily slander- 
‘eth his neighbour, him will I cut 
off.” One that will do this is 
having bad behavior. It is bad 
to take up slanderous reports 
and circulate them. One that 
lis guilty of such behavior can- 
‘not prosper in spirituality. To 
‘sit and tell and talk of the faults 
land failures of others is bad be- 
havior and I hope it will not 
be done this year. If no one 
;commences such bad behavior 
lit will not be done. Better say 
with David, “I will behave my- 
bee wisely in q perfect way.” 





: There is a strong expression 
|py the Apostle Paul that always 
istands out very prominently 
when looked at with sincerity. 
He declares that love “Doth not 
behave itself unseemly.”’ I won- 
der what that means! Can love 
take such possession of a per- 
son that he will be controlled 
by love? If this is what is meant 
then there is a way to know 
whether or not one is full of 
the love that Paul tells about. 
Love will always behave _ itself 
in a manner that is becoming to 
a chi}d of God. Any action oth- 
erwise will prove that love does 
not have the pre-eminence. It 
might as well read that a per- 
son that is possessed by the 
love Paul tells about will be 
decent, have good manners, 
‘good conversation, good behav- 
jior and always obedient. 





Paul’s lesson on love follow- 
(ed will always keep people far 
\from bad behavior. It will 
imake their influence for good 
icount among those with whom 
ithey mingle. They will not 
|carry tales and try to lower the 
ireputation or character of oth- 
‘ers. They will not overreach in 
their conversation that which 
will have a tendency to injure 
others. Some people seem to 
take delight in injuring others, 
but such as that is always bad 
behavior. It is not behaving in 
a perfect way as David said he 
| would do. Itis not following 
'Paul’s love chapter. 


Paul took specia] pains to tell 
Timothy how he ought to be 
have himself in the Church. (1 
Tim. 3:15.) And it is certainly 
no less fitting for me to tell 
people how they should behave 
themselves in the Church, I 
may not always go into de- 
tails on the subject, but I do 
love for people to behave them- 
selves in a perfect way, and wax 
valiant in the fight against sin 
and all the devil’s work. I want 
to see a display of heroism and 
bravery this year. I do not 
want the workers to run in off 
the field when the battle gets 
hot and they have to be put on 
half rations. To run in and 
give up the work, though it is 
hard, is not behaving valiantly. 
It igs not good behavior in the 
Church for a mean to refuse to 
work for the Master simply be- 
cause he cannot have his way in 
matters pertaining to govern- 
ment and discipline. 


In giving imstructions con- 
cerning the ministry Paul says, 
a bishop must be sober, of good 
behaviour. This infers that one 
might not behave so well, but

with honor. 
bring disgrace upon himself by 
falling below tae standard in 
behavior. The women are also 
called upon to be in behaviour 
as becometh holiness. Follow 
the instructions of Paul for a 
year and the standard will not 
trail in the dust. Good behav- 
ior for a whole year by al] the 
ministers and members will tell 
on the world—will tel] on God. 
Loving submission and pow- 
er in prayer will bring results 
that will tell in eternity. I be- 
lieve God is preparing us for 
valuable service in the kingdom 
over which Jesus will reign 
without a rival. If we bow to 
authority here in this world as 
officers and members of the 
Lord’s Church, He will give us 
positicns of trust there. If we 
refuse to obey and rebel here 
there will be no position of 
trust given us there. This is 
going to be a good test year 
for some body. But we are 
starting in with victory perch- 
ed upon our banner, and do not 
believe we will have many more 
rebels to contend with since we 
all see what has come to those 
who have rebelled in the past. 


God has been drilling us in 
the doctrine and we know that 
every one that receives the Ho- 
ly Ghost speaks in other 
tongues as the Spirit gives the 
utterance. We also know that 
one must be sanctified before 
receiving the Holy Ghost. And] 
before sanctification comes re- 
pentance and forgiveness of 
sins. These points are all clear. 
And we are rejoicing because 
we are members of the Church 
of God, but now it is time for 
as to prove our fidelity by ou.° 
loving submission and power in 
prayer. This we can do, and 
this we will do by the grace and 
help of the Lord. 

We are constantly looking 
for greater things and better ex- 
periences, and the best is none 
too good for any body. And 
the best is only obtained by o- 
bedience to our superiors. Je- 
sus, our pattern, learned obe- 
dience by the things He suffer- 
ed. Then if it is a little across 
the grain sometimes to be o- 
bedient, it will be better to o- 
bey. I have accepted work al- 
ready this year that I thought 
surely I never would do, I did 
not aim to do it, but when it 
was marked out before me to 
accept or refuse I found myself 
humbly submitting. Ido not 
know any other way to do to 
hold my standing with my Lord 
and His Church. I would not 
fail Him for the world. I am 
constantly over-run with work, 
but I have no disposition to give 
up and quit the service. I want 
to be a _ soldier of Jesus 
Christ, and I cannot be one and 
disobey and refuse to march 
when the marching orders are 
given. I march on when the 
orders are given whether I 
know where [ am going or not. 
A little incident occurred when 
I was only a_ small boy that 
made a lasting impression on 
my mind. Several of my fath- 
er’s neighbors and friends were 
soldiers in the civil war of the 
sixties. The war had been o- 

~ oovhen= ten or twelve years 
when one of the old veterans 
was surprised with the celebra- 
tion of his birthday. His friends, 
the ex-soldiers, marched down 
to his house early in the morn- 
ing and called him out of bed 
and ordered him out to march 
with them to a camp breakfast 
they had prepared him. They 
put him in front of the column 
of marchers and orders were 
given to mareh. They started

down the lane toward the big | 


road. The captain was attend- 
ing to some duties and did not 


notice that the front of the 
column had reached the big 


road where they were to. turn! 


to the left, and when he look- 
ed at his men in front they were 
going right over the fence in- 
to a big cornfield. They were 
obeying orders like they had 
been trained to do. They had 
been ordered to “forward, 
march,” and they did not dare 
to turn until orders were giv- 
en to “left flank, march,” so 
they were going right into the 
cornfield. This kind of obedi- 
ence is what God wants us to 
learn. And we are learning 
rapidly in these days. A few 
years ago we did not like to 
obey, but now we love it, and 
obey cheerfully no matter what 
the task is that we are called 
to do. In my case it takes the 
burning of midnight lights and 
searcely any time to spend in my 
home, but I render the service 
cheerfully. ; I am doing it for 
my Lord that was out all night 
for me one dark night when it 
seemed that all friends had for- 
saken Him and even God Him- 
self frowned upon Him. The 
disciples slept and He had to 
fight the awful battle alone. 


It is almost midnight again 
while this message is going 
forth from a heart of love and 
willing sacrifice. Fresh tears of 
gratitude to God spring to my 
eyes as I think of God’s love 
to me and the salvation He 
brought me by His death on dark 
Calvary’s cruel cross when He 
cried from a broken heart, “My 
Gad, my God, why hast thou 
How He’ loved 
me then! How I love Him now, 
because He first loved me! I tell 
you, my dearly beloved, the best 
is none too good for any body 
when it was purchased for us at 
such a cost. He became obedi- 
ent, even unto death, and to the 
most horrible death besides. He 
could have refused, but He 
humbly submitted. He could 
have called twelve legions of 
angels to fight against the howl- 
ing mob that mocked and cruci- 
fied Him, but no, He subinitted 
to their tortures and mockery 
that He might save the lost of 
earth. 

How do we know but God has 
a special object in view for the 
salvation of the lost by requir- 
ing perfect obedience of us? If 
a soul is saved by our obedience, 
or lost by our disobedience, then 
it becomes a_ serious matter, 
and surely we should observe 
the very strictest obedience. I 
do not know the complete 


machinery of God’s plan for the | 


salvation of a soul, but I know 
enough to say that obedience on 
our part is very necessary. And 
doubtless some measure of dis- 
obedience on some grounds is 
the cause of some of our friends 
and loved ones continuing in 
sin in the face of the many 
prayers that are prayed. 


As I continue this message I 
feel like exclaiming, “Oh, for a 
closer walk with God!” Oh, for 
a better understanding of God’s 
plan! Oh, for a deeper determi- 
nation to obey! Whether I under- 
stand or not I must obey orders. 
I must get so close to God in 
spirit that He can make me 
know His part. I do not want to 
be dull of understanding. I want 
to climb to the highest standard 
of obedience. There are such 
grave responsibilities hanging 
over us that we must walk soft- 
ly in His presence. I am _ very 
anxious for our people to be the

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INSANITY — DEMONOLOGY

I want. to mention another 
subject, then we will change 
the order. The subject is insan- 
ity. Insanity means unsound, 
more direct reference to a de- 
fect of the brain. 


There are several forms of 
insanity such ag lunacy, mad- 
ness, Mania. frenzy, monomania 
etc. Madness is rage created 
by disease. We have seen peo- 
ple with certain diseases get in 
a rage at times. In former 
articles we have seen that dis- 
ease is spiritual or, in other 
words, a chronic disease is a 
result of a demon. As_ the 
brain, especially the cerebrum, 
is the seat of sensations, doubt- 
less that demon of disease plays 
upon those special nerves which 
brings this sensation of rage. 
Mania aud frenzy denote the 
excited stage of the disease. 

Lunacy—With this form of 
insanity the mind is deranged 
at intervals. Some have thought 
it was influenced by the moon, 
hence lunacy. 


Monomania is insanity on a 
single subject. The patient will 
be sane on every subject but 
one. In this, one faculty of the 
mind is deranged. Perhaps that 
one faculty has been strained 
and impaired by continued 
study on one subject and not 
keeping the faculties evenly bal- 
anced. 

There are many kinds of in 
sanity or perhaps it is insanity 
referred to under different 
heads. 

Have you ever noticed the 
manifestation of extra strength 
in the person that is completely 
demented? I’m sure you have.

try to explain this by saying 
that these were impregsions 
made on the brain years before. 
No, sir, this will not work for 
I have seen men and women 
who were absolutely moral all 
their lives, never had sung the 
trashy songs, never had cursed, 
never had been mean—This was 
what made it so shocking and 
strange. If the unclean  spir- 
it used the vocal organs of the 
men at the tomb and talked to 
Jesus, why’ not the spirits be 
able to do the same_ today? 
When the unclean spirits get 
the uppermost seat in man’s 


soul he uses hig faculties or, 
at least, hiS vocal organs to 
curse and sing etc. 

I know of many cases like 


the above mentioned but I will 
mention one case especially, a 
woman who was a minister and 
a power for God until her sick- 
ness. She was an instrument 
in the salvation of many souls, 
through her He cast out devils 
and the sick were healed. 
She was true up to the time 
her mind became unbalanced. 
From that time on to her 
death she would curse and use 
the worst of language. Some 
have wondered if she had real- 
ly backslidden. I say, no, but 
the unclean spirit wag playing 
upon her soul (intellect) and 
nervous system. Remember 
that animals have souls. I said 
man is composed of body, soul 
and spirit. This demon hadn’t 
touched this sister’s spirit, but 
was playing upon her soul and 
body. When the spirits attack 
the body there is pain and sick- 
ness; when they attack the sou! 
it is insanity; when they play on 
the spirit, actuate the spirit, it 
is sin. 

I know this will be strange 
teaching to many, yet I am fully 
persuaded that it is in perfect

i have seen it and heard of it 
on many occasions. What is 
it? It is energy supplied by 
an unseen force. Energy is 
synonymous term with force, 
power and strength. Therefore 
a person who is exercised and 
actuated by this extra energy 
is called an “energumen.” Web- 
ster says that an energumen is 
one actuated or worked upon 
by evil spirits. This answers 
the question so often asked, 
“Why ig it that demented peo- 
ple usually have such extra 
strength?” The man at the 
tombs was an energumen. 
There were so many demons 
controlling him that the people 
couldn’t keep him bound even 
with chains. 

We have brought out in form- 
er articles that the first symp- 
toms of a_ disease ig not an 
evil spirit; that the first chew 
of ‘tobacco and the first drink 
of whiskey is not a demon; but 
ag the party kept using it the 
system became impaired. If he 
would quit using it at once the 
system would repair itself, but 
the continued use so weakens 
the system that it becomes an 
easy prey for unclean spirits. 
So when the unclean spirit en- 
ters the user hag become ad- 
dicted to it and has no rest un- 
less he gratifies the demon. So 
it is with insanity. Usually in- 
sanity comes on gradually, per- 
haps the man himself will not 


tect it. Many times this is 
caused by breaking the law of 
nature which causes aq great 
strain on ths nervous system 
which has its center in the brain. 
Not only the nervous system 
being wrecked but even the 
brain is impaired, thereby op- 
ening an avenue for an unclean 
spirit which the weakened body 
cannot resist. Therefore he 
takes charge of the soul. You 


may say, “That is a broad. ex-| 


pression.” I didn’t say _ spirit. 

Man ig composed of body 
soul and spirit. 1 Thes. 5:23. 
The soul ig that part of man 
known as intellect, that which 
produces: sensation of light, 
sound, taste, smell, hunger, fa- 
tigue, touch, heat, cold, hear-| 
ing etc. Without these and 
other sensations we would not 
be a living soul. 

You have wondered how it is 
that men and women who seem- 
ed to have been the best people 
you ever knew, after becoming 
demented they not only had an 
extra supply of strength but 
they would curse, lie, steal,

Solomon’s temple was _ built 
of natural stones and_ timbers. 
The temple was completed, the! 
ark of the covenant was placed, 
everything was to its place 
and then what happened? 
“The priests could not stand 
to minister because of the 
cloud: for the glory of the Lord 
had filled the house of the 
Lord.” 1 Kings 8:11. 


Solomon was seven years 
building the temple (the natur- 
al house). Jesus Was approxi- 
mately three years and six 
months in preparing’ the 
material for the spiritua] house, 
He Himself being the chief 
corner stone. He cried out on 
the cross, “It is finished’”—the 
plan, the blue print was finisn- 
ed. He had paid the price of our 
redemption, had bought all the 
material necessary with which 
to build a spiritual house. He 
arose the third day, was seer 
of the disciples for forty days 
and ascended up to heaven. 


One hundred-twenty _ lively 


stones were in the temple at 
Jerualem, where Jesus had 
placed them, continually 


praising and blessing God _ for 
ten days. ‘““And when the day of 
Pentecost was fully come, they 
were all with one accord in one 
place,” and sometime before 
the third hour of the day it 
seemed that the windows of 
heaven opened and all the glory, 
power and blessedness of heav- 
en were poured out upon those 
one  hundred-twenty “lively 
stones.” They were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost and spoke 
with other tongues as the Spirit 
gave them utterance, thus be- 
coming lively stones indeed, 
and immediately they were
